There are four Cardinals, sixteen 
Archbishops (including the Cardi- 
gals), and 104 Bishops—the number 
of Archbishops remaining stationary, 
fut the number of Bishops increasing |

Sixty-two New Parishes 


Sixty-two new parishes have been 
established, the total number now be- 
ing 12,475. There are also 5,743 mis-| 
sion churches where services are held. |

Solace” displayed a policeman with a 
revolver shooting at a laborer, while 
a caricature of a priest said: “When a 
God answers with fire, he is God!”

Above the poster was printed a parti- 
cularly sacrilegious inscription. 

This was too much for the police, 
and they closed the exhibition in short 
order. The Attorney General’s office 
is now taking action against the per- 
sons responsible for it. 

In Dresden the police stopped a

At Leipzig a national atheist 
congress was closed just as it was 
opening. In both instances the coarse 
insults directed toward church affairs 
were grounds for interference.

Incidentally, while at West 
Point, Father Markoe played against 
the football team of the University 
of Notre Dame on which Knute 
Rockne and Gus Dorais were stars. 

Father Markoe conducted the mis- 
sion at Fort Riley at the invitation 
of the Rev. Patrick Ryan, the first 
Catholic chaplain stationed at the 
post in 20 years, except for the years 
of the World War, when there were 
many more soldiers at the Fort than 
there are today. 

Chapel Needed Repairs 

When he went to Fort Riley, just 
about a year ago, Father Ryan found 
that a new chapel was available for 
iis use by dividing his time with the 
Protestant chaplain.

| part, as follows: 

| Question: The first question was 
sent in by a person living in St. Paul, 
‘Minn. It read as follows: Will you 
please explain what your Church 
means by an Indulgence? 

Anewer: By an Indulgence, our 
Church means the remission of the 
whole or a part of the temporal pun- 
ishment due to sins that have been 
forgiven but have not been atoned for, 
‘The remission of the punishment is 
granted by the Head of the Church, 
or also by the Bishops. An Indul- 
gence should never be understood as 
a permission to commit sin. When the 
Church speaks of granting an Induk- 
gence, she could never mean permis- 
sion to commit sin, because that would 
mean encoutaging evil. 


The power to grant an Indulgence 
flows from three teachings of the 
Church. First, from the teaching of 
the Church concerning the infinite 
value of Christ's Redemption, and the 
merits of the Saints, all of which 
make up the great spiritual treasure 
of the Church. Secondly, from the 
teaching of the Church concerning the 
power which Christ gave to St. Peter 
and the Aposties and all their sue- 
cessors as found in the words of 
Sacred Scripture in the Gospel of St, 
Matthew, Chapter Sixteen (Verses 18 
and 19): “And I say to thee: That 
thou art Peter; and upon this rock I 
will build My church, and the gates 
of hell shall not preval!l against it. And 
I will give to thee the keys of the king- 
dom of heaven. And whatsoever thou 
shalt bind upon earth, it «hall be 
bound also in heaven; and whatsoever 
thou shalt loose on earth, it shall be 
also in heaven;” and, in the 
same Gospel, Chapter Fighteen ( Verse 
18): “Amen I say to you, whatsoever 
you shall bind upon earth, shall be 
bound also in heaven: and whatsoever 
you shall loose upon earth, shall be 
loosed also in heaven.” Thirdly, from 
the teaching of the Church concerti- 
ing the Communion of Saints. All the 
faithful are members of the one great 
body of which Christ is the Head and 
of which the Saints are our fellow- 
members. The merite of Christ and 
the good works of all the just evident- 
ly may be turned to the good of the 
faithful here on earth and alse to the 
faithful souls in Purgatory.
